STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill was born in Germany on March 12, 1951, 


and has been adopted by Set. and Mrs. Alfred E. Freund who are 
citizens of the United States. Sergeant Freund is a member of the 
United States Air Force. 

A letter dated January 15, 1952, to the chairman of the Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary from the Deputy Attorney General with 
reference to the ease reads as follows:

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The bill would provide that, for the purposes of sections 4 (a) and 9 of the 
Immigration Act of 1924, as amended, the minor child, Bruno Leo Freund, shall 
be considered to be the natural-born alien child of Tech. Sgt. and Mrs. Alfred E. 
Freund, citizens of the United States. 

The files of the Immigration and Naturalization Service of this Department 
disclose that the alien child was born in Land Hesse, Wiesbaden, Germany, on 
March 12, 1951, and named Donald Herbert Fanderl. After his adoption in 
Germany by Sgt. and Mrs. Alfred E. Freund, he was renamed Bruno Leo Freund. 
Sergeant Freund is a member of the United States Air Force and was formerly 
stationed in March Field, Calif 

According to Mrs. Elvira Cornetti of Los Angeles, Calif., her daughter, Mrs. 
Fre ind, nee Evely n Zaffina, was born in Scottdale, Pa., on November 21, 1920, 
of parents who were natives of Italy and naturalized citizens of the United States. 
Her father died on November 28, 1944. Mrs. Cornetti stated that the Freunds

have been in Germany for about 3 years and that they intended to return to the 
United States in September 1951, but have delayed their return until May 1952, 
because they have been unable to make arrangements to bring the alien child 
with them. Sergeant Freund stated in a letter that he was born in Meadville, 
Pa., on January 16, 1919. Sergeant and Mrs. Freund have no other children. 

The quota of Germany, to which the alien child is chargeable, is oversubscribed 
and an immigration visa is not readily obtainable. The Congress has thus far 
not seen fit to make minor, unmarried, adopted children eligible for the issuance 
of nonquota immigration visas under section 4 (a) of the Immigration Act of 1924. 
In the absence of special legislation Bruno Leo Freund will be unable to come to 
this country to reside with his adoptive parents. 

Whether, under the circumstances in this case, the general provisions of the 
immigration laws should be waived presents a question of legislative policy 
concerning which this Department prefers not to make any recommendation.

SENATOR: KNOWLAND: This is an appeal that you have probably heard before 
and one that I hope vou will give me some consideration and help with. 
My name is Tech. Set. Alfred E. Freund, AF13011227, Seven Thousand One 
Hundred and Sixty-seventh Special Air Missions Squadron, APO 633, Wiesbaden, 


Germany My stateside residence is Riverside, Calif. I have been stationed 
here in Germany with the United States Air Force for almost 3 years, and then 
extended my tour so as to take care of our baby. I have since learned that | 


will have to return to the United States on mv normal rotation date which is 
September of 1951 

Our problem concerns a child my wife and I have adopted, and have named, 
Bruno Leo Freund, a child illegitimatelv born of a German girl and fathered by 
an American soldier Bruno Leo was born March 12, 1951. Due to the fact 
that the boy was born after July 1950, he cannot qualify for the Displaced Persons 
let 


Act which as vou know would him go to the United States without a German 


immigration quota number. 

Both mv wife and I have been to the United States consulate in Frankfurt, 
Germany, to register the boy under the immigration quota and we have since 
received his quota number 029623, which is so high that the consul cannot 
possibly give us an estimate of the time it would take for the number to come 
to the front of the list, and because of my rotation date I want to do all I possibly 
can to be able to take the child with me. 

Mrs. Freund has been to specialist here in Germany and in the States, and 
has been told that there is little hope of becoming pregnant. Because of the 
doctors’ opinion, we have adopted this child and are now afraid that my tour 
here in Germany will be finished before this immigration quota number has been 
called and in that case we would be forced to leave the child here in Germany, 
which would be very hard for us to do. I think that if we had to leave him, I 
would ask for a hardship discharge from the service even though I have 11 years 
in service, just so I could stay and return to United States with him. 
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It seems that some provision could be made for a child who has been adopted 
by an American family to be taken to the United States, when a German girl 
who has married a soldier or an airman can return with her husband so easily. 

Mrs. Freund and I are sure that we can give this child a good home and bring 
him up as a true American. We sincerely hope that you can, and will, help us 
in our endeavor to take the child with us to the United States.
